The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applied 
prior art of record does not teach or suggest the method for producing a decorative 
laminate as in independent claim 5 having the following ordered steps of : providing a 
decorative layer, applying a mixture of resin and hard particles, applying a wax, 
pressing it in a melting range below and by more than the claimed degrees of the press 
temperature and drying the mixture at a drying temperature above the melting range as 
claimed. 

The applied prior art of record does not teach or suggest the method for 
producing a decorative laminate as in independent claim 114 having the following 
ordered steps of: providing a decorative layer, applying a mixture of resin and hard 
particles, applying a wax, pressing it in a melting range below and by more than the 
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claimed degrees of the press temperature and drying the mixture at a drying 
temperature above the melting range as claimed.
